DETAILED ACTION 

1. The Art Unit location of your application in the USPTO has 
changed.

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following 
informalities: On page 1, the status of the parent application 
should be updated, including patent number. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title 
is required that is clearly indicative of the invention to which 
the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: PROCESS OF MAKING A 
ROLLER. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 21 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 21, line 5, it is not clear what the expression ""a 
metal seal" means or refers to (it appears that the expression 
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should be - - a metal salt - - , since line 11 refers to a metal 
salt and the instant specification also refers to a metal salt) . 

Claim 23 recites that the second polyol and/or polyamine has 
an equivalent molecular weight of greater than 2 000 (emphasis 
added) , but claim 22 (from which claim 23 depends) recites that 
the second polyol and/or polyamine has an equivalent molecular 
weight of less than 110 (emphasis added) and thus, claim 23 does 
not appear to properly further limit the scope of claim 22. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 22 and 24-26 are allowable over the prior art 
references presently of record. 

7. Claims 21 and 23 would be allowable if rewritten or amended 
to overcome the rejection (s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

8 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication 
of allowable subject matter: None of the prior art references, 
alone or in combination, disclose, suggest or teach a process of 
making a roller including the step of curing urethane precursors 
in a roller mold to provide a roller having a hardness of between 
30 Shore A and 50 Shore A on a cube and a volume resistivity of 1 
x 10 6 and 9 x 10 8 ohm-cm as set forth in independent claims 21 
and 22 . 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. Hirano et al (JP- 
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63189876-A) teach a process of making a roller by coating a layer 
of urethane material on a cylindrical core. Hirano et al also 
teach an additional coating layer (having a fluorine group or a 
silicone group) on the roller to improve the properties of the 
roller (which is also disclosed in the instant specification, but 
not claimed) .
